Double  Eagles 

(n  spite  of  the  increasing  popularity  of  many  mint  marks  in  this  series,  collectors  are  still  over- 
looking many  "sleeper"  dates  in  both  coins  of  the  Philadelphia  and  branch  mints.  Since  a great 
many  of  these  pieces  are  truly  difficult  to  find  choice,  we  suggest  a careful  perusal  of  this  offering. 

1 1850.  The  popular  first  year  of  regular  issue.  Lustrous,  although  not  quite  un- 

circulated, even  though  obtained  as  such.  In  great  demand,  with  private  sale 
records  to  $175.  for  so-called  perfect  specimens.  This  one  for  superior  to  the 
W.G.C.  (Menjou)  example. 

2 1851.  Choice  Unc.  With  the  usual  minor  indications  of  handling  from  contact 

with  other  coins.  Better  than  the  W.G.C.,  Dr.  Charles  W.  Green,  and  Menjou 
pieces.  Worth  over  $100.  today! 

3 1851  "0".  Abt.  Very  Fine.  Just  315,000  coined.  Scarce.  Hardly  ever  found  better. 

4 1852.  Thin  date  variety.  Lustrous,  and  just  about  Unc.,  the  obverse  (in  particular) 

with  minute  abrasion  marks. 

The  Double  Eagle  of  this  year  is  also  found  with  heavy,  recut  and  '52/1  dates. 

5 1852  "O".  Light,  greenish  colored  gold.  Not  quite  V.  Fine.  The  obverse  with  a 

very  few  nicks,  mainly  upon  the  hair;  the  reverse  comparatively  clean.  Only 
190,000  made.  Scarce. 

6 1853.  Close  to  Ex.  Fine.  Lustrous  and  brilliant.  The  Menjou  specimen  only  Very 

Fine. 

7 1853  "0".  Light  colored  gold.  Very  Fine.  Microscopic  marks  of  circulation.  Really 

rare,  only  71,000  pieces  struck. 

8 1855  "S".  Uncirculated.  Nice,  in  spite  of  a defect  or  so,  including  two  or  three 

tiny  obverse  nicks  and  an  unimportant  planchet  flaw  at  the  margin,  immediately 
below  the  first  italic  5 in  date.  Not  rare  ordinarily,  but  certainly  a rarity  in  this 
splendid  preservation.  The  Atwater  and  Menjou  coins  Very  Fine  and  "About 
Very  Fine." 

9 1856  "S".  Abt.  Unc.  Lustrous;  nick  on  head.  Catalogs  at  $90.  Unc. 

10  1857.  Strictly  Very  Fine.  Marked  "Ex.  Fine." 

11  1857  "S".  About  Unc.  A beautiful  impression,  with  some  semblance  to  a "first- 

strike."  Very  hard  to  locate  so. 

12  1858.  Very  Fine.  A clean,  attractive  coin  with  slight,  uniform  wear.  Greatly 

underrated  as  a date,  it  being  said  that  Dr.  Green  paid  $170.  for  his  Very  Fine 
specimen  (around  ten  years  ago).  In  the  W.G.C.  sale,  1946,  a Proof  brought 
$600.,  while  only  listed  today  at  $450.  in  both  references. 

13  1858  "S".  Very  close  to  full  Unc.,  but  with  the  usual  signs  of  handling  with  other 

coins.  Rare  so  choice,  when  one  considers  that  the  Dr.  Green  coin  was  only 
Fine  (and  nicked),  while  the  W.G.C.  and  Menjou  examples  were  called  Very 
Fine. 

14  1859  "0".  Greenish  colored  gold.  Close  to  Ex.  Fine,  in  spite  of  infinitesimal  rub- 

bing and  abrasion  in  both  proof-like  fields,  plus  two  or  three  unimportant  reverse 
marks  or  nicks.  Only  9,100  made,  and  very  rare. 

15  1859  "S".  Just  about  Ex.  Fine;  not  fully  struck  up  upon  the  obverse.  Much  better 

than  Dr.  Green's  "nearly  Fine"  and  scratched  piece,  the  best  that  he  could 
locate. 

1 6 1 860.  Strictly  Very  Fine.  Not  common;  hardly  scarce  or  rare. 

17  1861.  Brill.  Uncirculated  "gem."  A second  look  will  locate  a small  obverse  rim 

nick  at  the  top  of  this  piece,  but  we  have  seldom  seen  the  equal  of  its  mag- 
nificent, frosty  surface.  Presumably  never  in  a bag,  this  coin  was  undoubtedly 
retained  (with  others)  for  comparison  with  the  Philadelphia  Paquet  strikings, 
it  bearing  a startling  resemblance  to  the  Boyd-Farouk  "Paquet"  sold  privately 
by  us  last  year.  Far  rarer  than  a Proof  so  fine. 

18  1861  "S".  The  regular  issue  from  this  mint.  Better  than  Ex.  Fine;  the  obverse 

displaying  a full  share  of  "bag  handling."  The  best  offered  in  yeors;  nicer  than 
Menjou's  Fine  piece,  as  well  as  the  Very  Fine  Atwater  W.G.C.  and  Green 
specimens. 

19  1862  "S".  V.  Fine  to  Ex.  Fine.  Few  obverse  handling  defects.  Superior  to  the 

Atwater,  Green,  Menjou  coins. 

20  1863  "S".  Close  to  Uncirculated,  but  unfortunately  polished.  Still,  one  of  the  very 

best  seen. 

21  1864  "S".  Strictly  Ex.  Fine  or  better,  but  weakly  struck  up,  mainly  upon  the 

obverse.  A desirable,  lustrous  example;  a slight  scratch  upon  either  side.  Better 
than  the  W.G.C.,  Atwater,  Green  and  Menjou  pieces.  Another  top-quality  coin, 
like  so  many  of  these. 
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1865  "S".  Small  "S"  as  on  the  last.  Not  quite  Very  Fine.  Still,  better  ^^an  the 
Very  Good  Green  specimen,  and  the  Fine  one  in  the  Menjou  sale.  A very  ditticu  T 

date  from  San  Francisco  to  find  nice.  ui.  u 

1867.  Motto  upon  reverse,  as  on  all  following.  Very  close  to  Unc.,  although  hardly 

perfect.  With  considerable  mint  lustre.  Just  251,065  coined.  , • *u 

1867  "S".  Microscopic  ”S".  Very  Fine.  Superior  to  the  Very  Good  pieces  in  the 

1868.  Uncirculated.  With  the  usual  trifling  "bag  ' marks,  but  still  highly  attractive 
and  desirable.  Only  98,575  regularly  coined.  A real  sleeper  date;  the  Unc. 
W.G.C.  example  estimated  at  $100.,  sold  for  $200.,  over  nine  years  ago. 

1869  "S".  Tiny  "S"  as  last.  Strictly  Very  Fine,  marked  "Ex.  Fine.  The  Green 

piece  was  only  V.  Good.  ■ it-  l 

1870  "S".  Similar  mint  mark.  Fine  to  V.  Fine;  a few  obvious  handling  marks. 

Better  than  either  the  Green  or  Menjou  coins. 

1871.  Brilliant  "Semi-Proof."  A truly  splendid  coin,  almost  equal  to  a real  Proot, 
and  even  more  rare.  Only  80,120  pieces  regularly  struck.  The  W-G-C.  examp^, 
Abt.  Unc.  and  scratched,  was  estimated  at  $85.  and  brought  $160.  in  1946, 
when  many  coins  were  much  cheaper  than  they  are  today.  Very  much  under- 
rated in  both  catalogs  at  $90.00. 

1872  "S".  Tiny  "S".  Better  than  Ex.  Fine.  Mostly  clean,  but  with  two  obvious 
obverse  nicks.  Superior  to  the  W.G.C. , Atwater,  Menjou  examples,  the  last  only 
Very  Good. 

1873.  Abt.  Unc.  Fully  lustrous,  but  showing  evidence  of  contact  with  other  coins. 

1873  "S".  Minute  mint  mark,  as  on  many  of  these.  Ex.  Fine.  Obverse  nick  to  the 
right  of  the  date.  Better  than  the  W.G.C.,  Atwater,  Green  (V.  Good)  and 
Menjou  pieces,  indicating  how  nice  some  of  these  coins  really  are.  This  date 
called  scarce  and  estimated  at  $70.  VF  in  the  Menjou  sale. 

1874.  Uncirculated.  Comparatively  clean,  with  a full,  frosty  surface.  366,800 
coined. 

1874  "S".  V.  Fine  or  better.  Well  above  average,  ahead  of  the  Atwater  and 
Menjou  specimens,  among  others. 

1874  "CC".  Almost  V.  Fine.  Nice,  in  spite  of  the  obverse  displaying  indications 
of  handling.  Just  115,085  coined.  Hard  to  locate  and  in  heavy  demand. 

1875  "S".  Very  Fine  plus.  Nick  on  Liberty's  forehead.  Record  of  over  $100. 
Uncirculated. 

1875  "CC".  Close  to  Ex.  Fine.  The  head  not  fully  struck  up,  and  with  abrasion 
marks,  mainly  upon  the  obverse.  Just  111,151  struck.  Popular. 

1876.  Last  year  of  TWENTY  D.,  motto  type.  Extremely  Fine  plus.  Lustrous  and 
bright.  Far  superior  to  the  Very  Good  Menjou  coin. 

1876  "S".  Last  year  of  "S"  mint  type.  Ex.  Fine  or  better.  Unimportant  traces  of 
"bag  handling."  Desirable. 

1876  "CC".  Last  year  of  "CC"  mint  type.  Uncirculated.  With  a beautiful  proof- 
like surface,  but  showing  slight  evidence  of  having  been  in  contact  with  other 
coins.  The  best  we  have  seen  or  handled,  and  worth  a good  price  so. 

1877.  TWENTY  DOLLARS  upon  reverse.  Brill.  Unc.  Usual  microscopic  obrasion 
marks.  Far  superior  to  the  Green,  Menjou  coins.  Worth  to  $100.  so  nice. 

1877  "S".  New  type.  Choice  Unc.  With  a dullish  frosty  mint  surface.  In  spite  of 
slight  friction  at  Liberty's  neck  and  throat,  a truly  remarkable  coin.  Really 
rare  so. 

1877  "CC".  New  type.  Strictly  Ex.  Fine.  Obtained  as  "Abt.  Unc."  Only  42,565 
struck.  In  great  demand,  particularly  when  so  nice. 

1878.  Ex.  Fine  or  better.  Brilliant  and  lustrous;  touches  of  orange  reverse  tarnish. 
Better  than  the  Green,  Menjou  specimens.  Not  a rarity,  but  certainly  very 
scarce  so  choice. 

1878  "S".  Almost  Ex.  Fine.  Cleaner  than  a great  many  offered.  For  comparison, 
Atwater's  was  called  Fine,  the  Menjou  example  just  Good. 

1879  "S".  Strictly  Extremely  Fine.  With  the  invariable  evidence  of  handling. 
Superior  to  the  W.G.C.,  Green,  Menjou  coins. 

1879  "CC".  Very  Fine.  Mostly  clean,  even  when  considering  the  few  unimportant 
rim  defects.  Only  10,708  coined.  Steadily  rising  in  value  and  popularity. 

1880.  Uncirculated.  Hardly  perfect;  impaired  at  the  top  obverse  rim  and  edge. 
Still,  only  51,456  pieces  made,  and  a date  seldom  found  in  top  condition 
(unless  a Proof) . 

1880  "S".  Ex.  F ine  plus.  Few  slight  handling  marks. 

1881  "S".  Extremely  Fine.  Well  above  average  and  choice. 

1882  "S".  Strictly  Ex.  Fine,  except  nicked  somewhat  at  Liberty's  chin.  Much 
better  than  any  one  of  the  three  Menjou  pieces. 
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51  1882  "CC".  Close  to  Ex.  Fine.  Nice,  even  though  the  obverse  shows  evidence  of 

contact  with  other  coins.  Only  39,140  pieces  made.  Quite  rare,  as  are  all 
Double  Eagles  from  this  mint. 

52  1883  "S".  Unc.  A brilliant  "first-strike."  With  faint  indications  of  "bag  handling," 

but  still  the  best  we  have  seen.  Worth  a decided  premium  so  choice. 

53  1883  "CC".  Better  than  Ex.  Fine.  Brilliant  and  lustrous.  But  59,962  struck.  Even 

with  the  usual  "bag"  marks,  this  piece  is  exceptionally  nice.  Very  popular. 

54  1884  "S".  Choice  Unc.  Comparatively  clean,  although  not  quite  perfect.  Better 

than  the  Atwater,  Green,  Menjou  coins,  among  others. 

55  1885  "S".  Ex.  Fine  plus.  Obverse  handling  marks. 

56  1 887  "S".  Very  Fine  or  better.  Just  283,000  coined. 

57  1888.  Brill.  Uncirculated.  Unimportant  obverse  evidence  of  contact  with  other 

coins,  but  still  a remarkable  item.  Exactly  226,266  made.  Underrated,  like  any 
of  these,  in  top  preservation. 

58  1888  "S".  Not  quite  Unc.,  the  obverse  with  signs  of  handling.  Still,  superior  to 

the  W.G.C.  and  Menjou  pieces. 

59  1889  "CC".  Just  about  Very  Fine.  Minute  obverse  rim  nick.  Only  30,945  coined. 

Becoming  harder  to  locate  all  the  time. 

60  1890  "S".  Not  quite  Unc.  Ful|y  brilliant,  but  showing  light  signs  of  handling,  as 

always.  Superior  to  the  Green,  Menjou  coins. 

61  1891  "S".  Ex.  Fine  or  better.  Also  above  average. 

62  1892  "S".  About  Unc.  Lustrous;  unimportant  obverse  handling  marks. 

63  1893.  Extremely  Fine.  But  344,339  coined. 

64  1893  "S".  About  Unc.  Unusually  choice. 

65  1893  "CC".  Last  year  of  issue  from  this  mint.  Very  Fine  plus.  Only  18,402 

struck.  Of  particular  interest  to  type  collectors. 

66  1894.  Brilliant  Unc.  Slight  evidence  of  the  obverse  having  come  into  contact  with 

other  coins,  but  still  a beautiful,  exceptional  impression. 

67  1894  "S".  Choice  Unc.,  a proof-like  "first-strike."  With  the  usual  microscopic 

handling  marks.  Much  better  than  the  inferior  Green,  Menjou  examples,  and 
technically  superior  to  the  W.G.C. , Atwater  coins. 

68  1895.  Brill.  Unc.  With  an  attractive,  frosty  mint  surface;  slight  obverse  rubbing 

at  Liberty's  neck  and  throat. 

69  1895  "S".  Choice  Unc.  Nice,  in  spite  of  a very  few  minor  defects  upon  the  reverse. 

Very  few,  if  any,  of  these  Double  Eagles  ever  came  into  collector's  hands 
directly  from  the  Mint. 

70  1896.  Marked  Unc.,  this  coin  is  not  quite  perfect.  Careful  inspection  reveals  a 

small  border  nick  at  the  top  of  the  reverse. 

71  1896  "S".  Abt.  Unc.  The  usual  brilliant  coin  with  faint  evidence  of  contact  with 

others. 

72  1 897.  Close  to  Unc.  With  two  or  three  tiny  obverse  nicks. 

73  1897  "S".  Uncirculated,  except  for  the  slightest  traces  of  "cabinet  friction." 

Cleaner  than  most. 

74  1898.  Only  a shade  from  being  perfect.  Just  170,470  pieces  minted  in  all,  and 

a very  important  date  to  watch. 

75  1898  "S".  Choice  Unc.  A truly  beautiful  piece,  with  full  mint  lustre.  Not  rare, 

but  certainly  not  common  (like  so  many  of  these)  in  top  condition. 

76  1899.  Brilliant  Unc.  The  obverse  slightly  abraded  or  rubbed. 

77  1899"S".  Almost  Unc.  Brilliant,  but  with  the  regularly  found  microscopic  handling 

marks,  this  time  mainly  upon  the  obverse. 

78  1 900.  Brilliant  Unc.  Few  trifling  obverse  nicks.  Well  above  average. 

79  1900  "S".  Strictly  Ex.  Fine.  Fully  lustrous,  and  with  the  usual  unimportant  signs 

of  abrasion,  but  slightly  rubbed  upon  the  obverse.  In  1900  the  total  member- 

ship of  the  A.N.A.  approximated  200  members,  probably  not  one  of  whom 
bothered  to  collect  these  Double  Eagles.  The  term  "Uncirculated"  is  at  best 
a relative  one,  and  the  collector  who  expects  to  find  these  coins  with  the 
smooth  surface  of  a contemporary  Lincoln  cent,  has  a long,  long  way  to  go. 

80  1901.  Abt.  Unc.  With  full  mint  lustre.  Only  1 1 1,526  made,  and  a date  well  nigh 

impossible  to  locate  when  you  really  need  it.  Undervalued,  like  so  many  of  these. 

81  1901  "S".  Abt.  Unc.  Apparently  cleaned,  but  comparatively  free  of  handling 

marks.  Far  better  than  the  Atwater,  Green  or  Menjou  (2)  coins,  which  (as 
with  so  many  other  pieces)  indicates  the  effort  put  into  the  acquisition  of  these 
Double  Eagles  by  Dr.  Peake. 

82  1902.  Abt.  Unc.  Obtained  as  perfect,  and  very  close  to  it.  With  only  31,140 

coins  regularly  struck,  this  date  is  a "sleeper"  of  the  first  magnitude.  Worth 
qt  least  $125.  to  any  far-sighted  buyer. 
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1902  "S".  Extremely  Fine.  A proof-like  coin,  showing  evidence  of  contact  with 

other  pieces.  , ,,, 

1903  "S".  Like  the  lost,  but  the  obverse  with  more  obvious  proof  ot  Dog 
handling."  The  best  that  Dr.  Peake  could  locate. 

1904.  Choice  Unc.,  the  surface  frosty  and  bright.  Cleaner  than  most,  and  a nice 

coin.  , 

1904  "S".  Brilliant  Unc.,  but  the  obverse  displaying  indisputable  evidence  ot 
contact  with  other  coins.  Scarcer  than  the  last. 

1905.  Extremely  Fine.  Another  "sleeper"  date;  only  58,919  pieces  regularly 
coined.

685  1894  "S".  Almost  fully  brilliant  "semi-Proof."  Not  a real  Proof  of  course  (they 

weren't  made),  but  worth  as  much  as  any  specimen  of  this  very  scarce 
mint  mark. 

686  1895.  Brilliant  Proof.  A $20.  coin  today! 

687  1894  and  1895.  Uncirculated.  Lightly  toned  and  a cleaned  brilliant.  Close  to 

perfection.  2 Pcs. 

688  1895  "O".  Mostly  brilliant  Unc.  Unimportant  obverse  impairment  (apparently 

as  made)  at  the  first  three  stars;  reverse  not  fully  struck  up.  Considered  quite 
rare.

705  1899  and  1900.  Cleaned  and  lustrous  Unc.  First  with  two  or  three  microscopic 

rim  nicks;  the  last  with  slight  cabinet  friction,  mainly  upon  the  obverse.  2 Pcs. 

706  1900  "O".  Choice  Unc.  Mostly  brilliant;  some  obverse  toning.  Not  a boldly  struck 

coin,  but  a lustrous  one,  superior  to  many  we  have  seen.

747  1911  and  1912.  Toned  and  mostly  brilliant  Unc.,  the  first  slightly  rubbed.  2 Pcs. 

A real  "gem,"  in  spite  of  a small  nick  on  Miss  Liberty's 

nose.  Should  bring  close  to  $50.00.

On  the  way  to 

true  rarity  status,  now  valued  to  $65.00. 

759  1915  "D".  The  last  of  these.  Brill.  Unc.,  two  minor  obverse  abrasion  marks. 

Listed  at  $12.50  in  the  Guidebook;  bringing  more. 

760  Liberty  Walking  type.  1916.  Choice  Unc.  The  usual  strike;  some  flatness  on  both 

obverse  and  reverse.  Catalogs  to  $15.,  this  one  worth  around  $10.00. 

761  1916  "S".  Uncirculated.  Mostly  brilliant,  better  struck  than  the  last.  Records  of 

$60.-$61.  in  our  35th  sale,  Craig  collection,  the  '53  A.N.A.  auction,  among 

others. 

762  1916  "D".  Choice  Unc.  Not  boldly  struck  up  (on  either  side),  but  fully  lustrous. 

The  Very  Rare  1917  “S”  On  Obverse  Ha!f  Dollar 

763  1917  "S"  (on  obverse).  Brilliant  Unc.  Comparatively  well  struck  up,  but  even 

where  weak  fully  lustrous.  In  spite  of  a microscopic  sign  or  so  of  obverse 
handling,  about  the  best  we've  handled.

767  1918.  Brilliant  Unc.  Beautiful  frosty  surface,  particularly  upon  the  reverse.  Re- 

cently sold  at  $52.50  in  the  DuPont  sale. 

768  1918  "S".  Toned  Unc.  A weaker  strike  than  the  last,  but  still  highly  desirable. 

Really  rare;  record  of  $71.  in  the  Craig  sale,  back  in  February,  1953. 

769  1918  "D".  Uncirculated.  Mostly  brilliant;  traces  of  tarnish.  Now  listed  at  $70. 

in  the  Guidebook,  but  not  quite  as  rare  as  the  "S"  Mint  coin. 

770  1919.  Very  choice  Unc.  Light  iridescent  toning.  With  a limited  coinage  of  962,000, 

some  1 O,000  more  than  that  of  the  very  expensive  1917  "S"  on  obverse.  The 
Craig  specimen  brought  $63.  in  February,  1953,  while  one  in  our  41st  sale, 
the  following  September,  went  for  $50.00. 

771  1919  "S".  Fine  to  Very  Fine;  reverse  rim  nick.  Apparently  now  rarer  in  this 

condition  than  Uncirculated,  all  hysterical  statements  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

772  1919  "D".  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  with  only  a trace  of  tarnish  upon  the  obverse. 

Weakly  struck,  as  has  been  every  one  we've  seen  or  handled.  A splendid,  select 
specimen,  with  full,  original  mint  frost.  One  of  the  real  rarities  in  this  series. 
An  example  brought  $160.  at  Dallas  in  1953;  the  DuPont  piece  was  only 
Very  Fine. 

773  1917  and  1920.  Choice  Unc.,  the  last  exceptionally  so.  Listed  to  $37.50.  2 Pcs. 

774  1920  "S".  Partly  brilliant  Unc.,  some  light,  iridescent  toning.  Rather  weakly  struck 

upon  both  sides,  but  still  above  the  average  offered.  The  one  in  Mehl's  sale, 
seven  months  ago,  brought  $138.00. 

775  1920  "D".  Choice  Uncirculated.  Weakly  struck  (as  almost  always),  but  with 

full,  mint  lustre,  the  surface  lightly  and  attractively  toned.  Rarer  than  the  '19 
"D",  regardless  of  what  the  Guidebook  says;  the  one  in  the  Mehl  sale,  Nov. 
30th  last,  sold  for  a record  $210.00.  DuPont's  was  not  Unc. 

776  1921.  Brill.  Unc.  A bright,  frosty  "gem."  The  McPherson  specimen  sold  for  $165., 

away  back  in  February,  '53.  This  top-notch  piece  should  equal  or  better  that 
amount. 

777  1921  "S".  Mostly  brilliant  Uncirculated;  faint  evidence  of  toning.  Weakly  struck 

and  flat  in  some  spots,  but  fully  lustrous  and  desirable.  Careful  examination  will 
reveal  microscopic  indications  of  contact  with  other  coins,  but  this  piece,  like 
all  of  these,  is  free  from  the  rubbing  and/or  "cabinet  friction,"  commonly 
found  upon  these  halves.  The  DuPont  example  of  this  rarity  brought  $210., 
last  year. 

778  1921  "D".  Uncirculated,  mostly  brilliant.  Not  particularly  bold  on  either  side,  the
